WASHINGTON OB — Livestock 
producers, seeking to boost the use 
of “red meat," are asking con­ 
gressional approval of a plan to 
collect promotion money from the 
sale of cattle, sheep and hogs. 
A Senate Agriculture subcommit­ 
tee heard more than 60 livestock 
producers, includingan Ohio man, 
ask permission to collect IO cents 
on each head of cattle and 5 cents 
on each head of sheep and hogs 
sold at public markets. 
The money would he put into a 
fund to promote the sale of cattle, 
sheep and hog meat over poorer 
types of 
meat. 
The 
producers 
term the promotion drive a “self 
help program." 
Mark Knoop, a livestock produc­

Ancient Pact with Dead Still Failing 


DETROIT ?u_One of the last 
members of an 107-year-old pact 
aimed at 
communicating 
with 
the dead says it is time to give 
up. 
“I’ve been at this for 18 years 
and nothing has 
come of it," 
Claude Noble said Tuesday. “I 
think I’ll let it die with me". 
Noble will keep trying to make 
contact with his deceased friends, 
magician Howl rd Thurston, law­ 
yer Clarence Barrow, explorer 
Carveth Wells, 
until 
he 
joins 
them in death. 
But he says he will not name 
a “ successor" to h im self in the 


pact to try to communicate with 
his spirit. 
The 
strange 
agreement 
to 
break the barrier between 
life 
and death, or prove it could not 
be done, was formed in 1850 by 
two magicians, Conte, a French­ 
man, and llerrman the Great. 
Although s k e p t i c a l , 
they 
agreed that the survivor on each 
anniversary of the other’s death 
would hold an object associated 
with the deceased. The spirit of 
the dead man was supposed to 
knock the object tram his hand. 
Another clause of the pact ob­ 
ligated the surviving member to 


name one or two successors. 
Noble, a Detroit cement sales­ 
man of 65 who dabbles in magic 
as a hobby, was brought into the 
pact by Thurston. 
The 
only 
other 
surviving 
member of the 
pact 
is 
Harry 
Blackstone, the magician. Black­ 
stone is 8! and in ill health. 
Noble has gane to Chicago to 
seek contact with the ghost of 
Harrow and to Columbus, Ohio, 
to search for the spirit of Thurs­ 
ton. 
On the exact 
anniversary 
of 
the death (to the minute, if pos­ 
sible) Noble holds an object that 


meant something to the dead 
man—a book, a plaque, a magi­ 
cian's wand, a pie tu n —and urg­ 
es the soul to knock it from his 
hand. 
“ I wait a minute or two and 
then it is over," he said. "Noth­ 
ing has ever happened." 
He says he Is “ always a little 
disappointed," but 
admits, 
“ I 
wouldn't be so happy myself if 
it dropped." 
And he is not too surprised. 
"After all," he said, “only one 
man ever came back from the 
•dead and that was our Lord."

Whoever owns the shares of a 
company or enough of them to 
constitute control, can select the 
management of the enterprise. 
There may be a century or 
more of tradition behind those 
who imagined themselves in con­ 
trol, but they or their ancestors 
made the choice of borrowing 
from the pub^c by selling the 
■hares of the company to the 
general public, and when they 
took that step they limited their 
fights in their own business. 
Therefore from the standpoint 
cf strict legality, 
the 
founder 
•f a business has no ground for 
complaint if those whose only 
participation in a business was to 
buy some shares, unite to deprive 
him of his pride and joy when­ 
ever they can. 
The tax laws have played a 
destructive role in the fast van­ 
ishing family-owned enterprises. 
It is dangerous to the heirs of 
■n owner of a family business 
for the senior to hold onto his 
entire ownership, as he might 
leave his widow and children 
without sufficient cash to meet 
the inheritance tax on his death. 
Often 
a 
man sells 
off the 
whole or a part of his business 
for tax purposes. This is a direct 
application of the Marxian me­ 
thod of destroying capitalism as 
developed 
over 
the 
years in 
American tax laws. Some men 
iolve this problem by leaving 
their businesses to a foundation 
which is more a legalistic than 
• moral solution because ulti­ 
mately most foundations fall into 
the hands of professionals who 
expend their fortunes on other 
purposes than might have been 
desired or even designated. 
So we have the picture of a 
«nan laboring through the best 
years of his life to erect a pro­ 
ductive business enterprise with 
his own money, ingenuity and 
initiative, facing a proxy fight 
during which newcomers, aliens 
or very recent Americans, ruth­ 
lessly seek to take over his enter­ 
prise and often succeed by meth­ 
ods rarely employed in t h i s 
country since the days of the 
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robber barons, Jay Gould and 
Jim Fisk. 
This situation has been dram a­ 
tized by the activities of Leopold 
Silberstein to take over Fair- 
banks-Morse, an operation which 
involves all the gambits of the 
take-over. However, the Silber­ 
stein enterprise is only one and 
not really the most significant, 
although Silberstein and some of 
his associates and hired hands 
are as dramatic as Max Rein­ 
hardt and should really be in the 
theater. 
Silberstein. focused at.tenti.on up­ 
on himself and his activities by 
hiring a galaxy of press agents 
and fixers who attracted as much 
attention to themselves as to 
their principal.

Diet and Health

Usually stabilizes

Focusing Difficulties 
Other victims have similar fo­ 
cusing difficulties because the 
lenses of their eyes bend the light 
rays too sharply. 
No m atter what the cause of 
the trouble, all victims of myopia 
require glasses which will bend 
the light rays so that they focus 
on the retinas and produce clear, 
sharp images. 
Let me emphasize that only a 
vision specialist should prescribe 
glasses. If you need glasses, you 
need the advice of an expert to 
obtain the best vision possible.

has a staff of 8,620,

whom 5,161 are Americans. The 
total 
monthly payroll is around 
$3,780,000. 
Hollister says he thinks the for 
eign aid program is “ adequate” 
now. 
He is realistic about 
the 
reasons for it, says, “The great­ 
est part of all this money has 
been and is being spent because 
we are threatened.” 
Lack of flexibility, he says, is 
one of ICA's biggest problems. 
“ You. can’t tell a. year ahead of 
time what you may have to do in 
a given region but you have to 
formulate your plans anyway.*' 
As to the year-by-year pattern 
of 'Congressional appropriations he 
said: 
“We try not do things in a slip­ 
shod way. On. the other hand, 
Congress keeps the pressure on 
you to obligate money within a 
given period. It obviously isn’t the 
best way.” 
Does he personally favor t h e 
program? “I’m a Mid Western 
lawyer who left a good practice 
to come down here. Why should I 
do that if I didn’t believe in what 
I’m doing?” 
Tomorrow: Could American pri­ 
vate enterprise do the job better?

O’Neill’s salary cut

duced by Senate M ajority Leader

would cut the salaries of these 
appointees from $18,000 back to 
$12,000: 
Finance director, health direc­ 
tor, natural resources director, tax 
com missioner, liquor director and

O’N eill’s salary cut bill, intro­ 
duced by Senate M ajority Leader 
C. Stanley Mechem 
(R-Atbcns), 
would cut the salaries of these
